sickness  or  holidays  ha^s  to  be  tnlcen  into  acccunt* 

Pr^i  rn  observations  made  in  the  course  of  h.  using- 
inspections  a large  number  cf  pr.-perties  are  in  need  of  repair. In  the  o.  se  cf 
cottage  pro'perties  with  a restricted  rent  it  is  dc  ubtful  if  many  -owners  are  in 
a positi;'!!  t.  pay  for  these  owing  to  the  present  day  high  cost  of  lab-ur  and 
materials.
